{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANILA, Nov. 23, 10:30 p. m.—[By 
Manila Cable.] Col. Carpenter ad- 
vanced to Santa Barbara, November 13, 
straight north from Jaro, taking trench 
after trench, the enemy fighting and 
retreating. Gen. Hughes’s command 
has’ steadily been advancing north 
to: gain a position west of 
Santa Barbara. It encountered the 
enemy in small detachments. Six io 
were wounded in this 
column. 

Col.Carpenter started duringthe night 
of November 20, and opened with Bat- 
tery G., of the Sixth Artillery, at day- 
break, November 21, on the trenches. 
The enemy volleyed, as the artillery 
took up a position, wounding four. 

Two companies of the Twenty-sixth 
_garrisoning Jaro, moved 
through Capez, attacking the enemy 


on the right flank, just north of Jaro 


at daybreak, November 21, driving 
them toward Col. Carpenter. 
The country between Jaro and Santa 


Barbara is thickly intrenched espe- 


‘cially near Pavia. The Sixth Artillery 
fired on the trenches, 


and the Eigh- 
teenth Regiment charged, the enemy 
The 
Eighteenth Regiment again. charged, 
countering and attacking a force of» 


bolomen, who were hidden in the long 


grass and who severely wounded sev- 
eral Americans. 

Durfing the afternoon of November 21, 
the fighting was severe, immediately 
south of Pavia, three miles north of 
Jaro. The Twenty-sixth Regiment's 
companies to Jaro immedi- 
ately after the flank movement, hav- 
ing captured three 6-pound smoothbore 
cannon, and a quantity of arms and 
ammunition. The enemy’s loss was 
not obtainable, but seven men were 


-| found dead in one trench. 


The insurgents are falling back on 
Santa Barbara, which, it is expected, 
Gen. Hughes has attacked before this 
morning. 

A Spanish who'was cap- 
tured by the Filipinos has arrived here 
from Tarlac. He says he saw Agui- 
naldo, accompanied by a prominent 
leader, and fifteen men, arrive at Bay- 
ombong during the night of November 
13, hatless, his clothes torn and spat- 
tered with mud, and his horse ex- 


hausted.: Aguinaldo, it appears, rested 


a short time. He seemed anxious, 
consulted with his companions, and the 
villagers as to the nature of the roads, 
secured fresh horses, and proceeded im- 
mediately toward Mangalaren in Pag- 
sanjan province, west of Bayombong. 

The corporal tells a strdight story, 
giving minute details. He is convinced 
that he is not mistaken, having seen 
Aguinaldo several times during recent 
months. Aguinaldo, it appears, would 
have had time to leave Bayombong No- 
vember 13, and pass through Gen. 
Wheaton’s lines November 17. | 

IN AGUINALDO’S TERRITORY. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT,] 

MANILA, Nov. 23, 5:55 p.m.—Gen. 
MacArthur has returned to Tarlac, and 
has established his headquarters at 
Aguinaldo’s former residence. 

During the entire movemént from 
Gerona to Dagupan not a shot was 
fired. The inhabitants of San Carlos 
met the Americans with a _ band for- 
merly attached to the insurgent army, 
and the Mayor, with Gen. MacArthur 
and Col. Bell, in a carriage, headed a 
procession through the town. Gen. 
MacArthur received an ovation. Ex- 
plaining the Americans’ intentions, he 
announced they intended to garrison all 
the towns on the railroad. 

Hundreds of men are in the field 
harvesting rice along the railroad. The 
foreigners in the territory assert that 
Aguinaldo was not expecting the Amer- 
ican advance for a month, when the 
rains would have finished. He had per- 
mitted a large part of his army to scat- 


| ter to their homes and to do the har- 


therefore left the road and followed a 


cattle trial to the rear of the town- 

At daylight the troops separated, one 
company advancing on the back of the 
town, and the other flanking it. The 
insurgents were asleep, except those at 
the outposts, who were captured with- 
out shooting. One platoon ran down 
the main street to a trench and the 
other detachments made a quick search 
of the houses. 

An officer describing the scene, said: 

“The negro soldiers were pouring out 
of every house, dragging sleepy, fright- 
ened Filipino warriors by the collar and 
kicking them to the street. It was a 
race to see which company would corral 
the most Filipinos. The women and 
children, believing the stories told that 
the negro soldiers were cannibals, 
shrieked frightfully. After all the rifles 
had been secured, the Filipinos were 
surprised by being told to go to their 
homes and attend to their work.” 


FIGHTING IN ILOILO. 
(A. P. DAY REPORT, ] 

MANILA, Nov. 23, 10:50 p.m.—Severe 
fighting in the north of Iloilo began 
Tuesday, November 21. Four Ameri- 
cans were killed and fifteen wounded, 
including three officers. The insurgents 
are retreating to Santa Barbara, but 
the fighting continues.

SELF-INFLICTED WOUNDS. 

[A: P. EARLY A.M. REPORT. } 

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Self-inflicted 
wounds are so frequent in the Ameri- 
can army in Luzon, avers the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Herald, 
that Gen. Otis has been compelled to 
issue instructions directing that a 
Strict investigation be made of each 
case of this character, in order that 
proper action may be taken. 

The immediate effect of these in- 
structions was the issuance of orders 
by Gen. Wheeler, then at Angeles, or- 
ganizing boards for the investigation 
of two cases. One of these boards will 
try the case of. Sergt. H. D. Barr, Co. 
M, Ninth Infantry, and another will 
inquire into the case of James Hart, 
Co. A, Ninth Infantry. The results of 
the investigations have not been re- 
ceived at the department. 

Issuance of Gen. Otis’s instructions 
and thé organization of boards are the 
result.of this communication addressed 
to the Adjutant-General of the Depart- 
ment of the Pacific by the chief sur- 
geon: 

“Self-inflicted wounds of the hand 
and of the feet, claimed to be acci- 
dental, usually occurring on outposts, 
are so frequent that I have the honor 
to suggest that all such cases be care- 
fully investigated bythe board of sur- 
vey, similar to that called in cases of 
desertion, to determine the / circum- 
Stances under which they actually oc- 
curred. All of these men became dis- 
abled for military duty with usually a 
minimum amount of maiming for civil 
occupation, and thus securing dis- 
charge.”’ ‘ 

ARMY THE AIR. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—A dispatch to 
the Herald front Manila says the gen- 
eral opinion is that Aguinaldo’s 
army will never again come together 
in any considefable force with him in 
command. Th¢ forces under Gen, Law- 
ton and Gen. Young are following so 
rapidly on hig heels into Bayombong 
that no insur¢ nt capital can again be 
established.

SPANISH PRISONFRS’ PROSPECTS.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The Span- 
ish Minister, the Duke D’Arcos, called 
at. the State Department today to learn 
the prospects for tie release of the 
Spanish prisoners h2ld in the Philip- 
pines. Thus far nothing has been 
heard as to the measure of success at- 
tending the dispatch of a message from

Before anxiety as te 
the situation in Natal had been re- 
liew there comes news’ of a great 
battle at Belmont. This has hap-. 
pened -sooner than was expected. 
Only the official account is yet to 
hand, but so far as can be gathered, 
the fighting appears to have been al- 
most a repetition ofthe battle of Elands 
Laagte. <A dispatch of the previous 
day estimated that the Boers in that 
vicinity numbered 2000 and that they 
had five guns, and judging from the 
absence of any statement to the cofieg 
in the official report, it is bee 
lived that the British were slightly su- 
perior in numbers to the enemy. 

The Boers had chosen a position with 
their customary skill, and were strong- 
ly intrenched. The British were obliged 
to carry three ridges in succession. Ap~- 
parently tre guards bore the brunt 
in carrying she last ridge by a bayonet 
charge, after its defenders had been 
shaken with shrapnel. Nothing is sald 
as to whether the positions so gained 
were held, and the destruction of am- 
munition seems to indicate that the 
contrary was the case. 

While Gen. Methuen can be congrat- 
ulated upon a brilliant victory, it is 
again at the cost of a waaaiel loss of 
officers and men. 

The situation in Natal remains. ob- 
scure. Fighting is reported at both 
Estcourt and Ladysmith. It was at 
first reported that heavy firing had 
been heard in the direction of Willow 
Grange, leading to the bellef that Gen, 
Hildyard had made a sortie. Later 
dispatches announce that Gen. White 
sortied from Ladysmith and inflicted 
a demoralizing defeat upon the Boers. 
It would be premature to give full cre- 
dence to either report. What is quite. 
certain is that . Ladysmith, Estcourt 
and Mooi River station are all iso- 
lated, and the Boers seem able, after 
detaching enough troops to hold three 
British forces aggregating 17,000 men, 
to push on toward Ptetermaritszburg 
with some seven .thousand men.

DIARY FROM KIMBERLEY.

The War Office this evening is- 
sued a digpatch from Cape Town which 
is a brief diary of: events at Kimber- 
ley from November 12 to November 17.

This morning 
was misty, and our scouts came sud- 
denly upon the Boers, who fired wildly. 
An artillery engagement followed. We 
had two men wounded. 

“November 17—-There was another 
sortie at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
from Bulprieten, which drove the 
enemy to the edge of Alexandersfon- 
tein. Our only casualty was a cap- 
tain wounded. It is reported that the 
Boers are concéntrating south of Kim- 
berley, and now occupy laagers at 
Stagsteinfontein Station and Scholtz 
Neck. Their camp is practically sur- 
rounded by coppice, and the cogntry 
is suitable to their tactics.”

FUNERAL SERVICES. 


WILL BE SHORT AND SIMPLE 
‘AT CARROLL HALL. 


Less Than an Hour Will Be Occupied 
With the Obsequies at the Church 
of the Redeemer, but They 
Will Be Impressive. 


Late Vice-President Had Selected His 
Own Pallbearers—Manufactories 
Will Close at Paterson for 

Half a Day. 


Telegrams of Condolence Continue to 
Arrive—Stock Exchange at New 
York Will Suspend Operations 
All Day Saturday. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] | 
NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—President 


McKinley, the members of his Cabinet. 


and the Justices of the Supreme Court 
of the United States will arrive at 

aterson Saturday for the purpose of 
attending the funeral of the late Vice- 
President Hobart. 

Col. Richmond Bright, -sergeant-at- 
arms of the Senate, arrived at Pater- 
son tonight for the purpose of making 
arrangements for their reception. A 
special train bearing the members of 
Congress will also arrive at Paterson 
at 1:10 p.m. 

The funeral service at Carroll Hall, 
the home of the late Vice-President, 
will be short and simple, the reading 
of the scriptures and prayer com- 
pleting the programme there. The 
services at the Church of the Re- 
deemer will occupy less than one hour. 
Rev. Dr. Magie will preach, and 
prayers will be offered by Rev. Dr. Mil- 
burn, the blind chaplain of the Senate, 
and Rev. Dr. Shaw of Paterson. 

While the Orpheus Club was rehears- 
ing the music of the funeral today, a 
Mrs. Hobart for 
‘‘Nearer, My 
God, to Thee.’”’ This was Mr. Hobarts 
favorite. It was rehearsed to an adap- 
tation by Prof. Wiske, similar to that 
given at the funerals of Gen. Grant, 
Gen. Logan and President Garfield and 
at the dediqation of Grant’s Tomb. 


The other selections will be preduced 


to music by Chwalpal, the words -being 
considered singularly appropriate to 
Mr. Hobart’s life in public, and to his 
personal relations. The poem com- 
mences as follows:

Judge Franklin Fort of Newark, 
Franklin Murphy of Newark, E. T. Bell 
of Paterson, Col. A. Barber of 
Paterson, George Wurts, Secretary of 
State of New Jersey, and Col. Joseph 
W. Congdon of the staff of Gov. Voor-. 
hees of New Jersey. 

All the Federal government offices 
in the financial district of New York 
City will be closed Saturday as a mark 
of respect to the late Vice-President. 
It is also expected that a number of 
the business exchanges will close in 
consequence of the funeral. 
~The Citizens’ Association of Pater- 
son, N. J., met tonight, and appointed 
a committee to meet the special trains 
at Jersey City and Newark and notify 
the guests of the arrangements made 
for their reception for the funeral. 
Other committees will be at all the 
railroad stations in Paterson to give 
information visitors. Atty.-Gen. 


Griggs will entertain the Presidential 


party at his home, Sussex House. The 
Presidential party and all the other, 
mourners will take part in the reli- 
gious services only. 

The Passaic county Democratic or- 
ganization has adopted the following 
resolution, drafted by William B. Gour- 
ley, chairman of the New Jersey Demo- 
cratic Committee: 

“The Passaic County Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee desires to express 
upon the records of this body our deep 
regret in common with the country at 
the death of Garret A. Hobart, as the 
leader of the Republican party in this 
county for many years, and later of 
the State. He was a splendid organ- 
jzer of consummate tact, and a leader 
of uncommon resources. He was ever 
the gentleman. No campaign was ever 
He was a 
manly and straightforward opponent. 
He adorned every station. In his high 
office he bore himself as one born to it. 
Paterson lost her most distinguished 
friend. We join in the general sor- 
row. Honor to his memory and: peace 
to his ashes.’”’ 

President McKinley will go to Pater- 
son over the Susquehanna Railroad 
from the Pennsylvania junction at 
Point of Rocks. Carriages will be in 


waiting at the depot. Atty.-Gen. Griggs 


will receive the party and all will be 
driven to Sussex House, Mr. Griggs’s 
residence. This will be the President’s 
headquarters while he remains in the 
city. 

Two companies of regular troops will 
reach Paterson on Saturday morning. 
They will be met by local military of- 
ficers and escorted to the armory, which 
has been assigned to their use by order 
of Brig.-Gen. Campbell, commanding 
the First Regiment, of which the Pater- 
son soldiers form a part. 

During the passing of the funeral 
procession: from Carroll Hall to the 
church, the soldiers will be stationed 
at intervals, and a detail will be sta- 
tioned at the church. The police will 
form a line outside of the line of soldiers 
to hold the erowd in check. 

The different clubs and organizations 
and the hotels will care for the guests. 
The Citizens’ Committee, of which 
Mayor Hinchliffedis the head, will look 
after this part of the work. The Sen- 
ators, members of Congress, officials,of 
this and other States, and other prom- 
inent men will be entertained at the 
Hamilton Club. 

The funeral of Vice- ‘President Hobart 
promises to bring together the largest 


gathering. of distinguished men ‘that 


has ever occurred in this part of the 
country. Those in charge of the ar- 
rangements are constantly notified 
from all parts of the country which 
are near enough to allow travelers to 
reach Paterson in time of the coming 
of the prominent individuals. With 
the head of the nation, his personal 
advisers, a majority of the Senate, and 
a large portion of the House present, 
as well as the Supreme Court Justices, 
many Governors, and thousands of 
other men whose names are familiar 
all over the country, the gathering of 
Saturday afternoon in the black-draped 
city of Paterson promises to be a 
famous one. 

The near approach of the opening of 
Congress contributes largely to this. 
Men from the Far West were either on 
their way to Washington, or almost 
ready to start, and Mr. Hobart’s death 
appears to have caused them to hasten, 
and the resultant gathering will ac- 
cordingly include men from all the 
States.

NEW NAVAL CONSTRUCTION. 


CRUISERS TO HAVE GREATER 
STEAMING RANGE. 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The Board 
of Bureau Chiefs under whose recom- 
mendations the Secretary of the Navy 
has drawn his plans for the new naval 
construction which will be recom 
mended to Congress, has outlined in a 
very general way the features of the 
eighteen vessels” included in that pro- 
gramme, 
The big armored cruisers are set 
down as of 13,500 tons displacement.

They will be nearer 14,000 tons when. 


completed, and thus closely resemble 
the magnificent Powerful class of the 
British navy. It is calculated that these 
vessels can be given twenty-three Knots 
speed and still have room for 1000 tons 
of coal, affording a steaming radius far 
beyond the ordinary range of armored 
vessels. The batteries will consist of 
turrets for the 
main batteries and thé secondaries will 
consist chiefly of either 6 or T7-inch 
guns. 

The three protected cruisers recom- 
mended, though of the Olympia type 
in many respects, will be 1000 tons 
larger. The additional tonnage is to be 
absorbed in coal capacity and increased 
battery of rapid-fire guns. These ves- 
sels will fairly bristle with 6-inch guns. 

The little $60-ton gunboats are ex- 
pected to be much more serviceable 
craft than the Helena type, although 
the latter is larger by several hundred 
tons. They will draw about twelve feet 
of water at a minimum.

United States is about to call a session 
of Congress for the special purpose of 
considering the Philippine - situation, 
and tHat he desires to lay before it 
the reasons why the independence of 
the islands should be recognized. He 
argues that the larger and more pow- 


erful a State, the greater:is the obliga- } 


tion resting on jt to support the inde- 
pendence of lesser States. He says: 

“For instance, it appears evident that 

the powerful and wealthy nation which 
you gentlemen represent in Congress 
has been deputed by God to assist the 
Filipinos in their difficult task of res- 
toration of independence. 
The alleged coéperation offered and 
rendered to Aguinaldo by Consuls Wild- 
man and Pratt is then referred to. 
This coéperation, says the secretary, 
consisted in the fact that the McCul- 
loch conveyed Aguinaldo’ to Manila; 
that Admiral Dewey received him with 
the honors due a general, and gave 
him sixty rifles, and that he was al- 
lowed to establish at Cavite, then held 
by the United States, the headquar- 
ters of the republic. 

Pratt, in one of his letters appended, 
congratulated Aguinaldo on his speedy 
triumph, as it proved his own wisdom 
in recommending him to Admiral 
Dewey. Consul Wildman, in another 


letter, advises Acuinatdo to treat the} 


Spaniards as they would have treated 
the Filipinos, and keep them on rice 
and water—advice which, the secretary 
says, “our humane leader declined to 
adopt.” 

The secretary says that the object 
of God in assigning the United States 
to free the Filipinos has been frus- 
trated. “By whom?” he asks. He then 
proceeds: 

“Alas, esteemed citizens of the great 
American republic, you know well who 
is the cause of such reckless perturba- 
tions. It is your President, McKinley, 
who, using this pretext of alleged 
rights, obtained through the purchase 
of more than doubtful sovereignty from 
Spain, gives evidence of his intention 
to ignore the bonds of friendship which 
should unite the two nations by im- 
posing upon us by force of arms the 
sovereignty of the United States. Is 
this conduct in line with the canons of 
morality whereby the United States 
grew great? Surely not. For if moral 
obligations are applicable to internal 
affairs, there should be no evasion of 
the great republic’s duty to stand by 
and protect the Filipino nation. 

“In-the name of the Almighty God 
of humanity and of national honor, I 
appeal to the citizens of the United 
States to fulfill ‘these obligations by 
passing a just resolution recognizing 
our independence, thus ending a wicked 
and inhuman war.”’ 

The second point is that the Filipinos 
captured 9000 prisoners, and set up a 
republican — government, ractically 
recognized by the. United States offi- 
cers; that Dewey wrote to Aguinaldo 
asking for passes for British subjects 
to travel through the islands: and that 
Otis, Anderson and Merritt all ad- 
dressed Aguinaldo as “general, com- 
manding the Filipino army,” and that 
Gen. Anderson asked him for camp 
grounds and quarters, as well as-other 
assistance against our “common 
enemy;” that Dewey handed over to 
Aguinaldo a complaint about the 
French steamer Compania de Filipinas, 
stating that he had no jurisdiction in 
the matter; that Anderson and Mer- 


ritt addressed telegrams to Aguinaldo,. 


asking him to evacuate the suburbs of 
Manila, and promising to negotiate 
with him afterward on the subject. 
“As for the cession of sovereignty,” 
proceeds the secretary, “it is null and 
void, for it has been celebrated in con- 
travention of all principles of interna- 
tional law and in opposition to the 
principles of justice. For it is not 
moral, nor just, nor in accordance with 
international law to say to a 
nation, ‘I will help you to sweep away 


Spanish sovereignty, and make 
you independent, and, after  help- 
ing you so to do, I will come 


and buy your sovereignty from Spain 
and impose it by force of arms on the 
protected people.’ ”’ 

Citations are made from international 
law, and then .it is contended that 
Spain has lost her sovereignty, and 
could not cede what she did not have. 
The third point follows, in full: 

“We are a community of 8,000,000. 
politically. organized on a well-defined 
territory, with our own government, 
which is competent to protect our citi- 
zens, and to assume full responsibility 
for our conduct toward other States. 
We have an official lanzuage—Spanish. 
We have an enlightened religion—Ro- 
man Catholic. Strict morality which 
Femanates from Christianizing influ- 
ences governs our manners and cus- 
toms. Our laws are on a par with 
those of other civilized States. And. 
last, we live in families in towns and 
cities, affording permanent evidence of 
a culturad and civilized society. These 
are the reasons why we appeal for rec- 
ognition to the people of the United 
States, who are to decide our fate—a 
fate which would be better if, heeding 
the dictates of humanity, your Presi- 
dent, McKinley, had not chosen to 
wage against us a cruel, devastating 
war.’

Metcalf of the Twentieth Kansas Reg- 
iment deliberately killed an unarmed 
Filipino prisoner during the Philippine 
campaign, has resulted in the disclos- 
ure that the two surrendered Filipinos 
were shot by Kansas men at Caloocan, 
that a War Department investigation 
was held; and that the men involved, 
including former Capts. Bishop of Co. 
M, and Flanders of Co. I, were excul- 
pated from blame. 

“Gen. Frederick Funston, who has 
been a stanch defender of Col. Metcalf, 
reiterates his charge that five officers 
of the Kansas regiment were guilty 
of cowardice during the fighting from 
Manila to San Fernando. 

“From Topeka, Kan., comes an affi- 
davit from Private Donald Thorn of the 


Twentieth Kansas Regiment, in 
which he swears that he saw. Capt. 
Bishop of Co. M fired three shots into 
the bodies of two prisoners, one of 


whom was wounded, who were lying 

helpless on the ground in the rear of 

the American firing line.’’ 

WU TING FANG GATNS A POST,

NEW YORK. Nov. 23.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese Minister, 
has again entered a protest because of 
the action of Gen. Otis in too strictly 
excluding Chinese from the Philip- 
pine archipelago.

The promoters,. it appears, first, 
formed a company, ard soon sold out 
to a new company formed at Brussels 
and made up of Belgiins, Englishmen 
and several Americars,:for f.8,500,000. 
The concession, it firther appears, 
really cost them nothing. The first 
company was namec in the conces- 
sion Sud Kamerun. Hince Hohenlohe- 
Oehringen was one ofthe original con- 
cessionnaires. 
peror forced his resignation as Chief 
Court Chamberiain. 

The facts in the nost recent grant 
of a concession are «even worse. To a 
company called the Nordwest-Kame- 
run territory was corceded larger than 
Bavaria. It Hes in -he Hinterland of 
the Cameroons, is extremely fertile, 
and includes valuadle forests worth 
a thousand times th« obligations which 
the company assum’s toward the em- 
pire. The entire fmancial obligation 
is only 100,000 maris contributable to 
the proposed Tcha: Lake expedition, 
while there are other undertakings to 
spend 3,000,000 maris within ten years 
in improvements »m the tracts, to 
construct roads, *stablish steamer 
lines, plantations aid factories, all re- 
dounding to the trenefit of the .com- 
pany. 

The concession ws granted for fifty 
years, and is to be extended for sixty 
years more, if th company, within 
fifteen years, corstructs a railroad 
coastwise.

WAR WITH THE YAQUIS. 
JULIUS RANDAL NOT. HOPEFUL. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
FRANCISCO, Nov.” 23.—Julius 
Randal, a well-Known Mining operator 
from the State of Sonora, Mexico, says 
the war between the Mexican govern- 
ment and the Yaquis will last for two 
years. Owing to the Mexican censor- 
ehip, he says the true state of affairs 
‘has not been revealed. The destre of 
the Mexicans for the Yaqui lands is the 
principal cause of the War, in his opin- 
jon. Said he: 

“There are probably between 25,000 
and 30,000 Yaquis fit to fight, all well- 
armed and with plenty of ammunition. 
They have rapid-fire guns Krags, 
Mausers, Winchesters and Springfields. 
They are fighting for the homes and 
lands of their ancestors. 

“The Yaquis are thrifty and peace- 
able, but like the Boers, they fight to 
the death when they go to war. They 
@re. better prepared for war than are 
the Mexicans. They know intimateiy 
the territory in which they are operat- 
ing. They have made it a rule for 
twenty yvears past to keep two year's 
food supply alavifys ahead. They can 
fight the Mexicans for two years with- 


out feeling a pinch of hunger. In the 
mean time, the business interests of 
‘Sonora are prostrated. The Yaquis 


are the workers of the State, and when 
they take to the gun, all industries suf- 
fer. | 

“It is my opinion that the war will 
last for a couple of years, and then it 
will be ended by the Mexicans claiming 
big concessions and the Yaquis holding 
on firmly to every right. they” ever 
claimed. This has been the experience 
of the past. The situation is very’ se- 
rious for people who are trying to do 
business in Sonora, but it is hard to 
see what the Yaquis could do but fight 
under the circumstances. 

“The report that Americans have 
been killed or abused by the Yaquis 
are false. and were doubtless sent out 
by the Mexicans for their own pur- 
poses... The Yaquis have always been 
friendly to the Americans.”

TUTUILA AND DEMOCRACY. 

The Democracy refuses to be comforted 
because we have become possessed of 
the island of Tutuila, under a dissolu- 
tion of Bayard’s tri-partite agreement 
with England and Germany, formulated 
in 1888. They do not seem to realize 
that the absolute ownership of one really 
good island, including an excellent har- 
bor (though a small one) is better than 
a one-third interest in the entire Sa- 
moan group, with defined interest in 
nothing. Tutuila can produce large 
quantities of tropical fruit export, 
and Pago Pago will not only serve as a 
good coaling station, but, in good time, 
attain distinction as a commercial port. 

We have had but one 
President in the last forty years; and 
he not only pulled down the American 
flag in Honolulu, but made a fiasco in 
connection with Samoa. The only an- 
tagonist he found in his own party was 
that intrepid old ex-Confederate, Sena- 
tor Morgan, of Alabama, who clearly 
foresaw the great possibilities of mari- 
time traffic in Pacific waters, and did 
not feel like abandoning it without a 
struggle. He showed the Senate that 
foreign powers were anxious to possess 
what Mr. Cleveland proposed to relin- 
quish passively; and the friends of ex- 
pansion, while thanking our worthy and 
far-seeing President, also must thank 
Senator Morgan for upholding the pa- 
triotic and prescient doctrines of 
Jefferson. | 

It was a Democratic President who 
made the Louisiana purchase by which 
we acquired the two . great —agri- 
cultural States of Oregon and Wash- 
ington, as well as the three great min- 
ing States of Colorado, Montana and 
Idaho. Yet these blind guides of Dem- 
ocratic leaders, self-styled, would re- 


But if the matter be carefully consid- 
efed in all its bearings, it is seen to be 
by no means certain that the dilatori- 
ness of the commission, and the evi- 
dent purpose of interested parties to de- 
lay the beginning of work as léng as 
possible, will not serve in the end to 
facilitate, rather than delay, the actual 
beginning of work. It is becoming more 
and more evident that the commission, 
if not actually under the domination 
of enemies of the canal, is subject to 
that sinister influence, at least to the 
extent of rendering its labors in be- 
half of the enterprise extremely luke- 
warm.

The project 
of a transisthmian waterway, to con- 
mect the Atlantic and the Pacific oceans 
is no new enterprise, of doubtful prac- 
ticability. It has been discussed and re- 
discussed, in all its bearings, for nearly 
@ century. And the more the question

WHAT “JOE” WHEELER SAYS. 

According to a Manila cablegram, Gen. 
Joe Wheeler has confirmed the report, 
some time since made public, that he 
has decided not to return for Congress 
and that he is writing a letter to.the 
President with a request that it be laid 
before the House of Representatives. 


Being interviewed by a_ representa- 
tive of the Associated Press, Gen. 
Wheeler, in whose sagacity, common 


sense and courage the people of the 
country have the utmost confidence, is 
reported to have said: 

“Congress, if it occupies the first day 
of the session in passing a resolution 
declaring in unmistakable terms that 
the sovereignty of the United States 
is to be maintained in the Philippines, 
thus dispelling Aguinaldo’s delusion 
that the anti-imperialists can assist 
him, will be performing a sacred duty. 
Such a resolution would save the: lives 
of many American . soldiers and. of 
thousands of deluded Filipinos, would 
avert famine, suffering and desolation 
from these islands, and would render 
unnecessary the expenditure of hundreds 
of millions of dollars.” 

In behalf of the Filipinos, in behalf 
of the American soldiery, and in. behalf 
of this great people whose hearts are 
bound up in the fate and fortunes of 
our men at the front, let us hope that 
the Congress will act speedily upon the 
lines laid down in this interview with 
a gallant officer of our army. There is 
not the slightest doubt that the action 
of the assistant Filipinos in America 
has done more to prolong the war in 
the Philippines, thus bringing death and 
suffering to our troops as well as death 
and suffering to the native Filipinos, 
than has any other one thing. 


Had the American people stood as 
united in opposition to the  tinhorn 
dictator, Aguinaldo, as the American 


Congress did in voting the $50,000,000 
to be used by the President in prepar- 
ing for war against Spain, the in$ur- 
rection in Luzon and. the adjacent isl- 
ands of the archipelago would have 
long since been squelched; and instead 
of forwarding more transports and more 
troops to the tropics, we would be ship- 
ping schoolbooks by the carload and 
school-teachers by the _ train load. 
Filipinos need books and not 
bullets, and but for the nefarious ele- 
ment in our midst which has been firing 
upon our troops in the rear, we would 


‘have been sending to those distant isl- 


ands the supplies of peace, instead of 
the munitions of war. 

Congress can dono more patriotic 
duty,.no more humane act, than, imme- 
diately upon convening, by passing a 
resolution declaring our position in such 
terms as shall not admit of misunder- 
standing. When Aguinaldo once learns 
that it is the purpose of the American 
people, through their representatives in

AFFAIRS AT WASHINGTON. 


STRONG IRRIGATION CAMPAIGN. 
PENSIONS AND POSTS. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Members of the National Ir- 
rigation Association are delighted with 
the decision that California will not en- 
gage in irrigation on the State’s own 
account. They say that such a move 
would likely have killed national irri- 
gation. If Congress thought it prob- 
able that the States would irrigate their 
own arid lands, it would have been im- 


for that purpose anywhere. 

Preparations are being made here to 
inaugurate a vigorous irrigation cam- 
paign right away. Mr. Maxwell of San 
Francisco, who spent last winter here 
in the interests of irrigation, is ex- 
pected to arrive within the coming 
week and take up the work again. 
There has been established in Wash- 
ington a bureau of information on irri- 
gation, which is sending out articles 
for publication in nwspapers with the 
view of renewing the interest of the 
people in the’ matter. Several large 
associations 
have taken up the work, believing it 
would generally benefit the trade of the 
country to have the arid lands made 
fertile.

The beet-sugar factory at Santa 
Maria, Santa Barbara county, is still 
in operation, while those at Chino and 
Oxnard have closed down for the sea- 
son.

IMPORTANT MINING DEAL. 


COPITO MINE IN SONORA, MEX., 


SOLD FOR A BIG PRICE. 


New York Syndicate Said to Have 
Acquired it for Three and One-half 
Millions—One Citizen of Los Ange- 
les and Two Arizonans Enriched by 
the Transaction. 


A telegram was received in the city 
yesterday from Prof. George A. Tread- 
well, a noted mining expert, now -in 
New York, stating. that he had just 
consummated the sale of the Copito 
mine, situated in Sonora, Mex., to a 
Syndicate of New York capitalists for 
$3,500,000. If this information is cor- 
rect, an investment of a few thousand 
dollars eighteen months ago had made 
millionaires of three men who, up to 
this time, have made no pretentions 
to being rated as capitalists. . 

The Copito mine is owned by the 


Melczer brothers, Joseph of this city. 


and William of Phoenix, Ariz., and J. 


J. Hardwick of Phoenix. Hardwick 


was one of the original owners, and 
the Melcezer brothers acquired a two- 
thirds interest about a year and a half 
ago for $3000. Under Hardwick’s 
superintendency they set to work to 
develop the property. The ore was 
hauled sixteen miles to Magdalena, 
Mex., the nearest railway station, and 
shipped thence to El Paso, Tex., for 
smelting, an expensive process, but 
each carload of ore smelted yielded a 
profit of about $2000. The ore is said 
to run about 16 per cent. copper and 12 
per cent. gold. 

Besides the original claim, the Copito 
mine proper, the Melczer brothers and 
Hardwick acquired by purchase about 
forty adjoining claims, all supposed to 
be of equal richness. It is this entire 
property which is just reported to have 
been sold for $3,500,000. Prof. Tread- 
well, who was recently employed to 
examine the mine, pronounced it one of 
the richest mining properties in Mexico. 
On the strength of his report a Boston 
Syndicate obtained an option on the 
property for $3,000,000 and made a cash 
deposit of $25,000 to bind the bargain. 
But when the Yaqui Indians went on 


the warpath the Boston investors read | 


the fake reports sent out from Texas, 
representing the Indians as rampaging 
through Sonora and killing all the 
American miners and prospectors, and 
became alarmed. They thought it 
would be impossible to work the mine 
in a hostile Indian country, and they 
backed- out of the deal and forfeited 
the $25,000 deposit. 

Prof. Treadwell has since been com- 
missioned to place the mine on the mar- 
ket, and his telegram of yesterday an- 
nounced a successful sale. The terms 
are understood to be one-half cash, and 
the balance in equal payments thirty 
and sixty days hence. William Melczer 
of Phoenix was in this city yesterday 
when Prof. Treadwell’s telegram, an- 
nouncing the sale was received. He 
left at once for Phoenix, and will pro- 
ceed thence to New York in a few 
days to close the deal and scoop in the 
money. - 

Joseph Melczer, the resident partner 
in the mine, when interviewed yester- 
day afternoon, said: . 

“Yes, it is true that our mine is re- 
ported sold for $3,500,000, but if the deal 
should yet fall through, we will not be 
sorry, as there is more than _ that 
amount of money in sight through op- 
eration of the mine. If we keep the 
property, we will erect our own smelter 
instead of shipping the ore to El Paso. 
We figure that with a smelter with a 
capacity of only forty tons a day we 


can clean up about $2700 a day in gold 


and copper... Ate that rate the smelter 
will soon pay for itself, and by’increas- 
ing the plant we can increase the out- 
put. Three and a half million dollars 
is a great deal of money, and it may be 
that the men who have undertaken to 
raise it will not succeed. If they fail 
to come to the scratch, we will not be 
the losers, as I am satisfied that our 
property is capable of producing many 
times the price offer

MARTIN GIVEN A REBATE ON PAS- 
TURE-LAND RENT. 


---— 


A Party of Inspection Visits Hollen- 
beck Park—Bicycle Boat Declared to 
Be Safe—Improvements to Band 
Stand Contemplated—How. Roberts 
Was Served. 


The Park Commission was late in 


‘assembling yesterday morning. Only 


Commissioners Jénes and White were 
present, and the Mayor was busied 
with matters pertaining to the Police 
Commission muddle until nearly ll 
o’ciock. It was a little after that hour 
when the commission finally proceeded 
to the transaction of business. 

Bids for placing ‘waterproof floor 
in the Central Park band stand were 
presented. P. H. Powell offered to floor 
the stand with wood for $85; John Nel- 
gon, who was awarded the contract 
for remodeling the band stand, offered 
to floor it with wood for $78.74; Frank 
Reese offered to place an asphaltum 
floor on the stand for $70. The com- 
mission decided to have the asphal- 
tum floor put in with the addition of 
some heavy oil paper. The Mayor 
was authorized to arrange for the work 
at a cost not to exceed §75. 

Samuel Martin, who rents Griffith 
Park from the city, appeared before 
the commision to ask for a reduction 
in the amount of his rent. When the 
park was rented to Martin December 1 
last year. the understanding was that 
he should pay the city $450 for the 
privilege of farming and pasturing the 
park. As long ago as last spring, Mr. 
Martin asserts, he was notified by 
the city that he must cease to pasture 


stock on that part of the river bottom 


in Griffith Park which is above the 
Crystal Springs property. This part of 
the bottom land is said to be the 
most valuable section of the park for 
pasturage, and Mr. Martin vesterday 
asked that he be given a rebate, in 
view of the fact that he had been 
deprived of the use of this land. 

In his remarks before the board Mr. 


Martin stated that owing to the lack j. 


of rain last year he had not only failed 
to get any crop from that portion of 
the park which is deemed tillable. but 
had been obliged to stand the cost 
of plowing and seed as a dead loss. In 
addition, the city officials had quaran- 
tined his cattle on account of ticks. and 
he had lost considerably thereby. It 
was such a hard luck tale as doubtless 
many another farmer could tell. but 
Mr. Martin was fortunate in the fact 
that he was dealing with the city 
and not with a private individual. 

The balance due on the rent was 
$225. The Mayor proposed that a re- 
bate of $75 be allowed. Mr. Martin 
asked that he be allowed $100 off. ana 
this was finally agreed to. The dairy- 
man wrote his check for the remaining 
$125, and the commission called it 
square. 

Mr. Martin then asked the commis- 
gion to lease him a tract of land in 
the park comprising about 200 acres 
to use as barley land. The stockman 
made the commission an offer of $200 
for a lease on this tract until Novem- 
ber 1, 1900. After a long discussion it 
was decided to accept this offer. An 
offer of. $100 for the pasture land in 
the hilly part of the park was _re- 


jected, the commission informing Mr—- 


Martin that it was their intention to 
wait until the first of the year. and 
then rent the pasture. 

At the session in the morning, Park 
Superintendent Garey informed the 
board that it had been found neces- 
@ary to raise the waste gate at Hol- 


lenbeck Park during the rair on Tues-. 


day, and that it had been found im- 
possible to close it on account of some 
obstruction. As a result the water 
was flowing from the lake at a rate 
which reduced the level of the water 
about two feet every day. The Super- 
intendent also reported that the bicycle 
boat at the park had been remodeled 
lessee of the boating 
privilege desired permission to use it. 
It was decided to visit the park later 
in the day, and.to make a gefiera! in- 


‘gspection with a view to bettering the 


conditions. 

In the afternoon a party consisting 
of Mayor Eaton, Commissioners Jones 
and White, Secretary Mendenhall of 
the park board, Park Superintendent 
Garey and newspaper men visited the 
park. William WH. Workman, . ex- 
Mayor. of the city, who lives in the 
vicinity, and takes a great interest in 


A 


the park, had been informed of. the 
proposed inspection, and was on hand 
to escort the party about the grounds. 
The aviaries were first inspected. - The 
Whole party then embarked in_ the 
bicycle boat and in company with D. 

Weaver, who holds thé boating 
privilege, _ proceeded to navigate the 
lake. Mayor Eaton sat boldly astride 


the party about the lake. 

Since the unfortunate drowning of 
young Rogers from the boat over 4 
month ago, its use has been forbidden. 
The boats which support the platform 
like the runners on a coasting sled, 
were formerly open, and were in such 
a position beneath the platform that 
it was not easy to see when they were 
overloaded. The: boats have been 
fixed by covering them securely, and 

making water-tight compartments, 
After inspection the commission ~ de- 
cided that the boat was perfectly safe 
and voted to allow Mr. Weaver to 
rent it. 

During the day the park employés 
succeeded in closing the waste gate 
to the park. It was found that an 
iron’ in the water tower had become 


bent. and unserviceable. This was 
straightened out, and the gate, ef- 
fectually closed. It was pointed out 


by Mr. Workman that there was great 
danger in time of heavy rain that the 
‘small waste pipe which now conducts 
waste water from the park to the river 
would not carry the storm water away 
rapidly enough to prevent overflow. If 


such a condition should arise, the dirt 
fill in Boyle avenue would more than 
likely be carried away, causing the 
city a heavy expense. Mayor Eaton 


told some reminiscent stories of how it 
used to rain twelve inches in one day 
and sometimes as much as an inch an 
hour, and the commission decided to 
ask the City Engineer to devise some 
means to protect that portion of Boyle 
avenue from washout. 


° OFFICERS REPORT. 

HOW ROBERTS WAS SERVED. 

Reports from the police officers who 
were detailed by Chief Glass to serve 
Sergt. W. C. Roberts with a notige of 
his suspension and intended dismissal 
were filed yesterday with the Mayor. 
The first two are signed by Officer F. 
M. Fowler, and were as follows: 

“In accordance with your instruc- 
tions, I called on Sergt. W. C. Roberts 
at the Police Station at 6:20-p.m., No- 
vember 21. I informed him that I 
wished to speak to him, and called him 
to one side. He replied: ‘If you have 
any business or talk toSmake to me 
on police matters you will have to come 
outside. I went outside with htm, and 
told him I had a duty to perform which 
was intrusted to me by the Chief of 
Police, to serve him with notice, as 
directed by the Police Commission of 
this city, citing him to appear before 
the board at its next regular meeting. 
To this he replied: ‘I am not on. duty 
and will not accept anything of 
kind—I am on my _ vacation, 
and will not accept that under any 
circumstances.’ Whereupon he left the 
station while I stood there with the 
notice in my hands. ; 

“I called at the residence of Sergt. 
W. Cc. Roberts at 12:20 p.m. Novem- 
ber 22: Mrs. Roberts responded. I 
asked if Sergt: Roberts was in, and 
she replied that he was. I then re- 
quested to see him. She stated that if 
I wanted to see him on police business 
or to serve any papers on him I could 
not see him nor serve any papers on 
him. I told her the Chief of Police 
wanted me to get the keys for the 
East Side station, and she answered 
that he would send them down. I then 
told her that I had a notice to serve 
on him directed from the Mayor's of- 
fice, to which she replied that I could 
not see him nor serve it on him 
leave it there. I then left it inside of 
the screen door. She picked it up ana 
threw it into the yard, saying that she 
would. not accept it, but would burn 
_ The third report was made by Officer 
Talamantes as follows: 

“In accordance with your instruc- 
tions, I called on Sergt.

IVANHOE SCHOOL TROUBLES. 


TEACHER .TWINING ON TRIAL FOR 
WHIPPING A PUPIL. 


The Ins and Outs of a Tremendous — 
Community Feud Aired in the Town- 

“ ship Court—Vida Belcher, the Pun- 
ished Girl—Her Father, One of the 
Fighting 


\ 


One of the worst and most interest- 
ing species of warfare is a community 
feud. It is petty, 
ous. In the throes of such hostility is 
the little school district of Ivanhoe 
now writhing. Two of the trustees are 
at the head of one 


teacher. The neighborhood—those in- 
terested in the outcome of the fight— 
have taken sides, the population being 
about evenly divided. Even the chil- 
dren are concerned with developments. 

The battle was taken into the Town- 
ship Court yesterday, where it waged 
all day. ‘‘Among those present’ was 
the entire populace of-Ivanhoe. N. C. 
Twining, principal of the school in that 
district, was on trial for battery. It 
was the allegation of 8S. C. Belcher, one 
of the trustees, that on November 3 
Twining unmercifully beat his young 
daughter, Vida Elizabeth, for some 
minor offense done in the schoolroom. 
He tore up to the District Attorney’s 
office, swore. to a complaint and had 
the pedagogue arrested. The case is 
being prosecuted by Deputy District At- 
torney McComas, and Twining is de- 
fended by Will A. Harris, Esq. 

Twining demanded a jury. All after- 
noon Friday, a week ago, was spent in 
selecting jurors, and yesterday the 
trial was on, hot and forcible. 

The first witness was the punished 
girl, Vida Belcher. The whipping was 
admitted by both sides—Miss Vida felt 
it on both. sides, she averred—but the 
question at issue was its severity. The 
girl is 138 years old—tall, rather graceful, 
with a determined countenance and fire- 
ful eye. She sat under the shadows of 
an immense hat that bore a whole gar- 
den of pink roses. 


sat looking at the blackboard Fri-' 


day afternoon,” related the girl in a 
high-pitched voice, ‘at my seat in the 
back part of the schoolroom. Then I 
heard the teacher from his desk in 
front tell me to study my geography 
lesson. I kept looking at the board— 
why, I .don’t know. He then walked 
down the aisle to my desk, and said: 
‘TI want you to study your geography 
lesson,” and he struck me ~over the 
shoulders . with a_ pointer. I then 
reached into my desk and brought out 
my speller and a dictionary. He wanted 
to know about the geography again, and 
I told him I wasn’t going to study it, 


and that if he struck me again I should. 


throw my dictionary at him. He struck 
me, and I fired the "book at him, but it 
missed him.”’ 

At this point an expression of pro- 
found regret surged over her face, as 
she remembered that her marksmanship 
had been so poor. 

“Then,” she continued, “he struck me 
several times—once on the hand, once 
on my cheek, and lots of other places. 
I started to go home, but when I 
reached the door, he grabbed. me and 
tried to shake me, but I took him by 
the collar.

In many cases land is leased for oil- 
boring purposes, generally for a roy- 
alty. The usual royalty paid is about 
one-eighth of the oil output, although it 
is sometimes more, and sometimes less, 
according to circumstances. Unless the 
owner of the land is pretty well ac- 
quainted with the parties who lease it, 
or knows them to be thoroughly relia- 
ble, it is usually recommended that the 
lease should be made on a cash basis, 
as in this way many disputes may be 
avoided.

CONCRETE CONSTRUCTION. 


being turned out at a rapid rate. The 
blocks are ten inches square by thirty 


to the bottom of the wall which, it is 
asserted, make buildings warm in win- 
ter and cool in summer. The blocks are 
made with a paneled face and have the 
appearance, when built up, of cut stone 
of gray color, and should make a very 
handsome building. It is claimed for 
them that they are as durable as stone, 
and for buildings of the height used 
here, are most satisfactory in many re- 
spects. 

“The material of which they are made 
is sand, shipped in from Ortonville, and 
a high grade of Portland cement. The 
materials are mixed about one 
part of cement to three parts of sifted 
sand, which, after being thoroughly 
stirred together, are wet to about the 
consistency of iron-molders sand, and } 
shoveled into the machine which molds 
the blocks. The concrete is tamped into 
the mold, much as the iron-molder 
fills his flask, and when the top has 
been smoothed off, the sides and ends, 
which are of heavy iron, fall) back on 
hinges; the core forming the hollow 
center is withdrawn from below and 
the molded block rests upon an iron 
plate, on which it is carried to the 
yard to cure as bricks are cured. The 
blocks are not allowed to dry out as 
fast as the direct rays of the sun would 
cause ‘them to gry; however, a slow 
process, with occasional sprinkling to 
keep the outer surface damp, causing 
the particles to unite more ‘freely than 
if quick drying is allowed. The curing 
process takes from a week to ten days, 
after which they are ready for use at 
the hands of the mason. On account 
of the size of the blocks, the walls can 
be laid up with a good deal of speed.”

SERGEANT AGAIN 


A new twist has been given to the 
police imbroglio by the refusal of 
Sergt. Roberts either to go on duty or 
to aecept service of any sort of notice 
from the de facto commission. Sergt. 
Roberts holds that the old board is not 


de facto but defunct, and he declines_ 


to recognize its authority in any way. 
His refusal to do duty left the East 
Side station empty, and it became nec- 
essary to appoint a sergeant to take 
his place.

The Loop Around. 
EFORE a crowd of people who had 
B never visited tediands, but had 
heard the inhabitants of that lo- 
. eality talk, and had read its news-

busy reckoning the progress of the 
community and estimating -pros- 
pects for future greatness The peo- 


ple of Redlands have been accused of 
being self-sufficient: some say they 
always address their neighbors in a 
patronizing tone of voice, and others 
that they are not aware of their nelgh- 
bors at all. It was with a view of 
removing some of these apprehensions, 
even with the possibility of establishing 
others, that I visited Redlands Mon- 
day and Tuesday last. I was fortunte 
in falling into the hands of Mr. Leland 
Lyon, one of the principal fruit-grow- 
ers of the colony. and a member of a 
well-known shipping firm, who: placed 
me and the paper I represent under 
great obligations for courtesies which 
he extended at. considerable personal 
sacrifice. We drove over a great sec- 
tion of this territory, and I got a good 
idea of the crop conditions, along 
with the other material interests of 
the town. 

Redlands has a few oranges. this’ 
season, notwithstanding the report 
that the drought had ruined the crop, 
and even killed thousands of fine trees. 
To those who believe the report, a trip 
to this section will be a_ revelation. 
Never a.brighter outlook for oranges 
has been seen. The crop is not heavy 
compared with those of some of the 
alluvial section, but it is abundant 
and in fine condition. The output is 
reckoned at 1400 to 1500 cars, allowing 
some margin for the continued grow- | 
ing of the fruit. This is about the aver- 
age crop for Redlands, and the quality 
of this famous section’s oranges brings 
in a great many buyers, who have es- 
tablished nearly a dozen big packing- 
houses, ten of which will do business 
this. season. The character of the soil 


-. is especially adapted to high coloring, 


the iron giving the fruit a rich, dark, 
orange color, and producing a delicious 


heavy product. About 10 per 
cent. of the whole output. of 
Southern California oranges may 


be accredited to Redlands, and the clos- 
est. estimates coincide with this propor- 
tion so closely that the report of failure 
from drought is discredited without in- 
vestigation. I saw as little indications 


of dry weather in the orchards as in 


those of any other locality, except Riv- 
erside and the Azusa, Valley. I was 
told that a few orchardists had been 
tempted to sell their irrigating water 
by the big price offered for it by pro- 
gressive growers, and I saw several or- 
chards in which this skimping process 
hed injured the trees very materially. 
rhe Redlands growers do not conceal 
the fact that they were badly off for 
water early last summer, when the 
great Bear Valley reservoir succumbed 
to the continued drought, and the Santa 
Ana and Mill Creek supplies began to 
fail. But a determined people is not 
discouraged by little calamities like a 
water famines They began developing 
in the Yuciape Valley and in other 
localities, and in a few weeks the Red- 
lands Water Company had found 250 
inches in three wells; the South Moun- 
200 inches, the 
West Rediands people 100, and the city 
@ quanity for domestic use. This water, 
with what still came down the cafions, 
was applied economically and with the 
magnificent results which will be known 
when the shipping season closes next 
summer. These developments, Mr. 
Lyon states, cost over $250,000, and Red- 


' lands can say, with many other local- 


ities in this section, that the dry 
weather has not been altogether a mis- 
fortune to the growers. 

The cash price of first-class orange 
land at Redlands, with good water 


_ right, is placed at from $1000 to $1200 by 


those I asked concerning this point. 
This valuation is partly commercial and 
partly: scenic. It cannot be denied that 
raising oranges on terraces is largely 
spectacular, and upon steep grades is 
compensated by the outlook in lieu of 
easy profits. But the situation in those 
fine portions of Redlands, as well as the 


. quality of fruit, and the comparatively 


frostiess conditions make these lands 
worth perhaps more than the present 
prices, especially if they are to continue 
to furnish new homes to the wealthy 
people of the East. 

Smiley Heights, and the vicinity lying 
immediately below that beautiful lo- 
cation have dozens of the most expen- 
sive and luxuriant rural homes in this 
country. It is not altogether in the 
province of this department to de- 


_ scribe improvements of this character, 


but Redlands has established a new and 
unique feature here in the development 
of “The Land’’—a feature comprising 
the highest class of soil culture for 
crops and the most striking examples 
of landscape gardening in the world. 
Cafion Crest Park is transcendent in 
its uniqueness and beauty, and grand 
in its conception, affording a pano- 


rama that has few equals in any coun-| 


try. It is the home of its originators, 
the Smiley brothers. Rich in _ its 
natura! situation, broad in s¢o6pe and 
artistic in design, its attractions, are 


~——peyond the powers of t agricultura! 


editor, who usually confir®s his descrip- 
tions to the latest phases of fruit, 
grain and vegetable growing. Cafion 
.Crest Park stands face to face with 
three of the towering mountains of 
Southern California, from whence the 
snow-clad slopes throw, level-rayed, 
their bright reflections. Below, and to 
the westward, is the panorama of 
three counties, and perhaps ten times 
three towns and cities. On the north 


is Mount San Bernardino and Mount | 
Grayback, and on the east Mount San | 


Jacinto, one of the most majestic and 
isolated peaks on the continent, and 
Mount San Antonio may be seen far- 
ther coastward—al!l covered with snow 
and supported by beautiful perspec- 
tive in foothill and minor ranges of 
mnountains. In the immediate fore- 
ground is the rural residence section of 
Redlands. The land has been blest 
and dressed with plenty of means. Here 
is an old mission mansjon that cost 
$30,000, and dozens of fine residences 
costing each from $10,000 to $20,000, and 
«rrounded by elegant lawns, larger

landscapes of driveway, hedge and ter- 
race, Wigh acres of laden groves for a 
background. It is alk very beautiful 
and Smiley’s Park is the gem of it all. 
It is little wonder tourists gravitate to 
Redlands. There are orange sections 
with more prolific and extensive groves, 
but there is only one Redlands_ for 
scenic beauty, both natural and arti- 
ficial. 

Around the loop toward the north, I 
stopped at Highlands, a very fine or- 
ange-growing section. I appropriated 
a horse and buggy belonging to E. J. 
Yokam, and with the owner for a guide 
I was soon ‘doing’ that locality. Here 
are the heaviest orange crops in the 
State excepting those of a large terri- 


.tory in the alluvial soil of Los Angeles 


county. Everywhere I noticed that 
the trees were supported by props, and 
that the fruit was of superior quality, 
with a slight tendency toward under 
size. Mr. Yokam said the crop of 
Highlands proper would foot up to 600 
cars; East Highlands, 150; West High- 
lands, 100. The growers in this re- 
gion have been bothered a great deal, 
he said, with Australian or “sport” 
navel trees. He had taken out 170 
from his original plantation of ten 
acres—literally rooting them out and 
replacing with carefully selected trees. 
Mr. Yokam and many of his neighbors 
bought their trees from a nurseryman 
whose name is known to every planter 
in this end of the State, but they were. 
a sorry mixture. The Times may be 
doing some good in constantly remind- 
ing orange growers that they must 
plant typical navel trees if they wish 
to succeed. When I said to my guide 
that the Azusa Valley had a heavier 


crop than Highlands, he headed me di- 


rectly for the asylum, where he handed 
me over to the tender care of Dr. 
Campbell, fortunately just in time to 
accept an invitation to lunch with the 
doctor, which I did with a fair show 
of reluctance, considering the miles of 
territory driven over since early morn- 
ing. After lunch Dr. Campbell showed 
me over the asylum farm of 32 acres, 
but this is too long a story for the 
present chapter, for I saw plain farm- 
ing, vegetable and fruit growing, stock 
and dairy farming, water development, 
sewer farming for stock feed, and many 
other things relating to the land which 
will be of great interest if set forth 
properly, which may be done at an- 
other time. The doctor will soon be- 
gin experiments inthe preparation of. 
Silage, which may be of special interest 
to the dairymen of this section. He 
has under his care over 750 people, and 
has had to send a number north pend- 
ing the building of an addition for 
which brick are now being made on 
the grounds ready for the late appro- 
priation when it becomes available.

The Redlands Early is the name of a. 
new and somewhat distinctive variety 
of seeedling orange originated by Mr. 
Smith of Redlands. The specimens I 
have are a size larger than the tanger- 
ine, shaped like the latter and about 
the color of the ordinary seedling fruit. 
It has a slight tangerine flavor, and 
ripens in October. It would be an ex- 
cellent variety for the dooryard, but 
its size is too small for commercial use. 
Try a tree or two for your variety 
plot that you may have oranges 
throughout the year. : 


It seems strange that the date palm 
will ripen its fruit in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and not along the Mediterra- 
nean coast of Europe—the home of so 
many sub-tropical fruits.. I was con- 
vinced last Tuesday on my rambles 
above Highlands that dates are grown 
successfully in this section, and that 
this fruit may be made a valuable ad- 
junct to the food trees of the farm, if 
not of commercial utility. On the 
ranch of J. H. Slocum is a date-palm 
tree, 12 years old, and about forty feet 
high. It certainly has a_ thousand 
pounds of fruit in all stages, from early 
formation to ripeness and decay. That 
taken from the center spadices was de- 
licious, and strange to say had matured 
without the formation of seed. The sac 
in which the seed should have formed 
was perfect, but soft and edible. Each 
spadix contained over a hundred of the 
drupes, possibly two hundred on some. 
of the larger. Years ago Mr. Slocum 
planted two trees, one to furnish the 
pollen, the other the unisexual flowers 
for fruit. Some one pulled up the fer- 
tiNzing agent one night, leaving the 
female plant to grow and flourish, with 
fruitage entirely devoid of seed. He 
has replanted with another tree to 
windward, which has reached a height 
of over ten feet, and it will be inter- 
esting to note its effect upon the fruit 
of the older tree, when it gets to the 
age of florescence. In eating the fruit 
fresh from this tree I realized its su- 
periority over the dried product, which 
contains more than half’ its weight in 
sugar, and is not used as an article 
of food in any of the date countries. So 
much of California’s uniqueness and 
attractiveness depends upon its adapta- 
bility to the growth of exotic plants, 
that every farm should have a few, 
and none are better for effect and 
utility than the date palm if it can be 
grown and fruited with the success at- 
tained by Mr. Slocum. 


If the fruit-box trust wasn’t having 
troubles enough of its own, arising 
from the determination of the citrus- 
fruit growers not to be cinched, I 
would remind it that San Bernardino 
county is getting to be a prominent 
producer of shooks itself. I found at 
Molino about thirty teams hauling lum- 
ber from the mountains for the factory, 
where it is converted into box stuff. 
They are delivering about 60,000 feet 
daily, and the shooks find ready sale. 


between Redlands and Highland, and 
is doing a fine business. Another fac- 
tory at San Bernardino has sold its 
full winter's capacity to one orange 
dealer, and they all get their supplies 
from the local timber’ belt north of 


San Bernardino. 


There ought to be a veterinary sur- 
geon in every neighborhood, capable, 
at least, of treating the sudden but 
fatal attacks to which domestic animals 
are subject. A fine cow, worth big 
money, or a valuable horse, perhaps, 
dies in almost every community in the 
run of a month from some acute but 
simple ailment that might be cured by 
prompt and vigorous attention. Some- 
times the fatalities from simple causes, 
such as bloat, are very numerous, re- 
sulting in heavy financial losses that 
might have been averted by proper 
treatment. I have known cases in 
Southern California where two or three 


valuable cows had died on one ranch 
within a few days’ time. As green feed 
is now coming on abundantly it will 
be necessary to keep a close watch on 
the dairy and domestic cows, especially 
where the green feed is rank and 
damp. Owners of fine cows should en- 
courage an intelligent veterinary in 
each neighborhood, to do this work 
and pay him well for his services, 
whenever they are required. It is an 
economic measure [that every com- 
munity should adopt.

lands alone there are few trees of other 
kinds now Kept except seedlings, which 
will give way in the near futureto the 
navel. One company at Redlands has 
budded over sixty acres of seedling 
trees to the dominant variety. Growers 
freely predict that it will soon be fig- 
ured down to Washington navels and 
Valencias, with a few seedlings left in 
localities where they do well.

I saw a large steam wood-splitting 
machine on a rancn one day last week, 
a new thing under the sun, It consists 
of an immense casting, near the top 
of which runs a horizontal shaft, driven 
by a pulley connected by belt with the 
fly wheel of the engine. An eccentric 
arrangement in the shaft drives a large 
chisel or steel wedge perpendicularly, 
and over a strong shoulder of the cast- 
ing on which is placed a sawn. length 
of wood. The attendant puts a block 
in the machine, turns it under each 
stroke of the chise], and the heavy di- 
vider cleaves the most obdurate 
“length” of wood éasily and rapidly. 
The wedge leaves the log still in its 
unsplit form, the splinters serving to 
hold it together till thrown aside, to be 
separated with a small hand-ax. It 
does the work of half a dozen men, 
and is especially valuable in reducing 
eucalyptus trees to stove wood. 

I often refer to people interviewed as 
prominent growers, or leading citizens 
where I not liberty to give 
names. I find men who do not like to 
be quoted, even upon the valuable 
points they give to this department. 
Readers of The Times may rest assured 
that there is no padding in these col- 
umns, and if they see a quotation upon 
any point, and will write me, I will 
give the name and address of the indi- 
vidual interviewed, that more definite 
information may be obtained if neces- 
sary. Here is a case in point: 

A prominent’ State official told me 
this week that it cost him nearly 25 
per cent. of the orchard value of his 
olives to pick them. He used proper 
care in handling, and the first lot, 
weighing 1600 pounds, cost just $10 for 
picking. He sold the lot for $48. The 
crop was heavy, and he paid his men 
ordinary day wages. He does not be- 
lieve olives will pay under any gjr- 
cumstances, and says it is a shame 
the people have been taken in so 
thoroughly on this branch of = fruit 
industry.

I notice that many packing-houses, 
both of the exchange and outside ship- 
pers, are adopting the plan of running 
in each individual's fruit and packing 
it without weighing, keeping a record 


of the packed boxes only from each 
grower's deliveries. The only ~ fruit 
weighed is the culls, as that is. the 


portion of it marketed in the pack- 
ing-houses. As oranges are sold by 
the box, and never by the pound, 
weighing is but a superfluous expense, 
unless the rancher wishes to keep 
tab with his dealer on the quantity of 
fruit delivered. Where the fruit is 
handled carefully by lots, it is only 
necessary to have a straight record, of 
the number of packed boxes each in- 
dividual’s deliveries make. By this 
process the oranges will be handled 
directly from the wagons. to the 
sorters’ table, from there to the grader 
on quality, and into the packing bins. 
It is so arranged fhat the fancy 
grade. is not touched by hand from 
the time it leaves the fleld till it 
reaches the packers—and that is a 
great advantage in the matter. of 
careful handling. One is astonished 
at the improvements that have been 
introduced into all first-class packing- 
houses within the last year or so. Sev- 
eral large crops that I have seen this 
fall have been purchased by the pound 
of merchantable fruit, and they will 
have to be weighed in at the packing- 
house door in the usual manner, 


FORESTRY. 


Preventing Fires. 
HE statement is made by a north- 
ern hop-grower that he has not 
had a fire among his drying kilns 
since the adoption ‘of the safety 
match for use on his premises. He 
will not allow his workmen to have a 
common sulphur match about them, 


nited, except upon the box in which 
it is packed. This suggestion might be 
profitably applied to the prevention of 
forest fires. No one believes that all 
the numerous fires seen every summer 
are set maliciously or even carelessly, 
and there is no better way to account 
for some of them than through the ig- 
nition of common matches by the hot 
sun, sometimes possibly focused upon 
discarded matches by empty bottles, 
or from a tin can reflector’s aiding 
the sun's heat. The safety match can- 
not be ignited by the most intense sun 
heat, and the forest patrol should rec- 
ognize that fact by requiring campers 
and hunters to use that kind only. 

In speaking of forest protection, it 
is strange that there are advocates of 
the annual firing of our forests, while 
the ground is damp, that the fires may 
be controlled ‘without burning the 
heavy timber. In many States it is the 
practice to burn off the leaves and 
grass every spring to prevent greater 
conflagration in the summer that might 
damage the larger timber, and Cali- 
fornia is not exempt from this practice. 
The plan is suicidal to future forestry. 
But it cannot be thought of in South- 
ern California, where the forests are 
only of chaparral, as it would ruin 
all the vegetation. The effect of re- 
peated fires is detrimental to the large 
timber, even if the trees are protected 
entirely from the blaze. It destroys 
the leaf-mold, and impoverishes the 
soil; it leaves the ground exposed to 
washing and the deposit of silt, in one 


case under observation the _ silt 
cementing a river bed and dry- 
ing up, or roofing off the 


water that goes to make the valuable 
summer underflow. There should be 
broad belts burned offevery spring, how- 
ever, as barriers to the progress of the 
flames when the dry weather makes it 
impossible to stay them by artificial 
means. It would be a process of back- 
firing long in advance of an expected 
conflagration. With this done care- 
fully and thoroughly there would be lit- 
tle danger to the forests, for a few men 
; could confine a serious fire within the 
territory surrounded by the fire guards. 
Fortunately for the patrol, last sum- 
mer was one of continued moist atmos- 
phere. Little or none of the chaparral 
died or became dry enough to burn, 
as it did in the summer of 1896. If the 
last hot season had been as dry as 
usual, the fires would probably have 
destroyed half the timber in the moun- 
tains of Southern California. 
Forestry is engaging attention, from 
national administration to individuals. 
It is being recognizezd that ranging 
is a thing of the past where it may 
even remotely affect the perpetuation 
of our forest reserves and endanger 
the interests of irrigation. Scientific 
and practical forestry will never be- 
come of secondary interest to our peo- 
ple, but it remains for the adminis- 
tration to devise some more certain

FRUIT INTERESTS, 


Market Reports. 

HE jdea is growing ine favor that 

it would be beneficial to the orange 

trade to have a telegraphic market 
report published here eve morning 
during the orange season. The con- 
summation of this idea is hardly pos- 
sible, without the orange-growers 
deem it wise, and take the initiative 
in furnishing the reports. There are 
forty or fifty orange markets that are 
thought important enough to have their 
prices quoted, and these points could 
be covered by private enterprise, only 
at a great expense, even if reports of 
sales outside the auctions were avail- 
able. However, if it could be done it 
would be of great benefit to the grow- 
ers outside the exchange, for they 
would have a fair idea of the run of 
the trade from day to day, and it 
would place them on a better basis 
for bargaining with the buyers and 
keeping tab on the commission mer- 
chants. The exchange would get its 
benefit in the elimination of the cheap 
f.o.b. offers made at this end of the 
line by buyers who have made sharp 
bargains with growers who know 
nothing about market prices. A let- 
ter on this point carries the advice 
that, on the 4th of November, a car- 
load of lemons were sold at Wichita 
at $4.25 a box for fancys, and on the 
6th, the Wichita Produce Company re- 
ceived f.o.b. quotations from Redlands 
at $2 per box. The Redlands grow- 
ers must have sold at a low: rate to 
their factors to allow underselling to 
that extent. 

The subject of giving daily quota- 
tions from all the leading orange mar- 
kets is engaging the attention of gen- 
tlemen in no way connected with or- 
ange-growing or the trade, simply as 
a matter of news and to benefit the 
rank and file of the growers who have 
no means of knowing the market 
price of oranges from day to day. It 
seems very difficult to devise a plan 
of securing this important market ad- 
vice, or it would have been done ere 
this. No one needs it worse than 
the grower who is trying to paddle 
along alone, and it is he who often 
deranges good markets by inad- 
vertently selling his fruit at prices that 
permit undercutting on the part of his 
dealer, who very often makes large 
profits on his cut-rate goods. It is 
to be hoped some plan may be de- 
vised to secure a publish complete 
reports of the citrus markets, thus ob- 
viating the killing effect of sales made 
—_— oranges and lemons bought at 
job-lot prices from the growers. 


Dormant Buds, 


HE past two years has been a hard 

test on the orchards. Many trees 
“ have died from different causes; 
some from the lack of moisture, others 
from gophers, squirrels or rabbits 
gnawing them. Many farmers are 
thinking of refilling or planting out 
more fruit trees this coming season. 
Very few nursery men have succeeded 
in raising trees, owing to the scarcity 
of water. Prices for most all young 
trees for planting will be very high. 
My experience would: indicate the 
planting of very young fruit trees—the 
younger the better. Dormant buds are 
the best if, you are at all troubled with 
squirrels or rabbits. I see large quan- 
tities of trees shipped in here from the 
nurseries of the upper country that are 
two or three years old, and even older. 
Trees like these have too large a top 
to support for the amount of fibrous 
roots they contain and in order to 
make them live must necessarily be cut 
back, very much to the detriment of the 
tree. It may look like a slow way to 
get fruit to plant the dormant buds, 
but in a few years the dormant buds 
will be far ahead of the two or three- 
year-old trees. I have tested the dor- 
mant buds and know what I am talk- 
ing about. 

In the season of 1893 I put out a small 
orchard for T. B used all 
dormant buds except twenty trees, 
which were one and two years old. 
Some of the trees from the buds are 
now very much larger, thriftier, better 
shaped, bear more and large fruit. The 
idea is just this. The roots get a good 
start before there is any drain on them 
from the top. If you get a good root 
you will have a good tree, but without 
this you never will.

To Get Best Results from Dried Fruits. 

T is often desirable to mix sweet 
] ena sour dried fruits together; but 

if they will not cook in about the 
same length of time, they should be 
cooked in separate vessels, and mixed 
after they are cooked. Sweet and sour 
prunes, or prunes and plums, are much 
finer flavored when mixed together in 
correct proportions than either are 
when served separately, and either 
apricots or prunellas added to insipid 
or very sweet prunes give them a de- 
licious flavor. In mixing plums, or 


the former and two thirds of the latter 
should be used; but such proportions of 
each fruit can be taken as giving the 
most satisfactory result. The excel- 
lence of a “blend” of fruit, like that of 
a “blend” of coffee, depends largely 
upon individual taste. Seedless raisins, 
mixed with either apricots, peaches, 
or pears, make a delicious sauce and a 
very excellent one to serve with a 
steamed suet or a cottage pudding.—

VALUE OF SEEPAGE. 

The development of water for the 
last two summers is having a benefi- 
cial influence upon the lands lying be- 
low those upon which the extra water 
has been applied. In one locality fine 
wells have been opened this summer 
where it was known to be dry before. 
It is due to the lifting out of water 
from large underground reservoirs 
heretofore closed by some natural dam, 
or held back by the frictional process 
in the lower strata. It is pleasant to 
the water philanthropist to know that 
the water he @pplies upon his lands 
may, and often does, find its way to 
a neighborhood perhaps ten _ miles 
away, and appears in surface flow or 
shallow wells to be used again in

Ancient Irrigation. 
ENOR ESTACIA, who is visiting 
this country from Peru, says of the 
irrigation works of the natives, 
built before the Spaniards conquered 
the country: 
“Water was conducted by means of 
canals and subterraneous aqueducts | 
executed on a grand scale. They were 


built of large slabs of freestone, nicely 
fitted. together, without cement. The 


water supply came from some elevated 


lake or natural reservoir, in the heart 
of the mountains, and was fed at in- 
tervals by other basins which lay on 
the route along the slopes of the Sierra. 
Passages were cut through rock (and 
the had no iron tools;) al- 
mos 


impassable mountains were 
turned; rivers and morasses were 
crossed, and apparently impossible 


feats of engineering were accomplished 
simply to secure water for the irriga- 
tion of fields and gardens. Some of 
these canals were very long. That of 
Condesuyu was between 400 and 500 
miles in length. 
“By latent ducts or sluices. the life- 
giving fluid was led to the tillable lands 
along the Hne of the canals. In some 
instances the land was flooded, while 
in others the water was made to run in 
furrows between the rows of growing 
maize, tobacco and other crops. Each 
occupant of land was allowed a certain 
quantity of water by the law of the 
empire. Overseers for the government 
had charge of each district, and saw 
that every man received his proper 
amount, and that the canals were in 
repair.—[Record-Union. 


POULTRY, 


Coyote Nuisance. 
OMPLAINTS are becoming  nu- 
rous of coyote depredations upon the 
poultry in many localities. Two 
causes are apparent for the increased 
boldness of these pests. They are not 
hunted and trapped as they werne when 
the bounty law was in action. And 
their natural food, rabbits and squir- 
rels, have become extinct or have mi- 
grated, in hundreds of agricultural or 
non-irrigated sections. The latter cause 
will be somewhat removed by the re- 
appearance of vegetation since the 
bountiful rains, but it will be some time 
before the coyote can take his meals 
from wild food. These beasts have be- 
come so troublesome in Sutter county 
that the farmers have offered a private 
bounty of $10 for each coyote caught 
within the borders of the county. One 
professional hunter, with two deer 
hounds, two fox hounds and a bull 
terrier captured $280 worth of coyotes 
during the month of September. 


VEGETABLES, 


Large Potatoes. 
POTATO of the Salinas Burbank 
variety was brought to this office 
which would be sufficient to make 
a meal for a Marge family. It is 13 


-inches long, 10 inches in circumference 


and weighs 4 pounds. This tuber was 
grown on the Carr ranch, and is not 
a solitary specimen, but was picked up 
from a large number of others in a 
long furrow. The potatoes raised on 
the ranch this season are large in size 
and will weigh from two to four and 
‘some five pounds each. The ranch was 
well irrigated, and shows what can 
be done by judicious irrigation.—[In- 
dex.

Experim ents With Fertilizers. 

HACHE, superintedent of the ag- 
ricultural department of the Am- 
erican Beet Sugar Company in 
California, in an interview informed a 
representative of the Courier that ten 
acres of the Patterson tract would 


of the different varieties of beet seed 
issued to the farmers for planting pur- 
poses. Each shipment of seed is tested 
to know that it will produce a good 
stand. This is to the advantage of the 
beet-raisers as well as of the factory. 
It tends to eliminate the element of 
chance and leaves the crop the ques- 
tion of soth climatic conditions and 
proper care and cultivation. Especial 
attention will be devoted to testing the 
use of the different varieties of fertil- 
izers in comparison with the natural 
soil. 

For this purpose five acres will be 
planted to beets without fertilizing. 
Upon the ten acres adjoining beets will 
be planted and green fertilizer will be 
used. Ten acres will be devoted to 
beet-growing, using commercial fertil- 
izer. This will be divided into five 
plots. Upon Nos. 1 and 2 use will be 
made of the three elements of commer- 
cial fertilizers, nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash. Upon the other three 
plots one of the above constituents of 
commercial fertilizers will be omitted 
so as to obtain comparative results.— 
{Oxnard Courier. 


Good in Vegetables, 

Our bodies require a certain amount 
of mineral matter, or nourishing salts, 
for health. Chalk, iron, phosporus, 
natron, are all needed} and they are 
found in the best form in fresh vege- 
tables and fruits. Lettuce is one of the 


cleansing of the blood and refreshes 
the entire organism. It should not be 
used with to much vinegar, to obtain 
the greatest benefit. Sorrel and spin- 


enriching the blood, especially in cases 
of anemia. It should be noted that sor- 
rel and spinach ought not to be cov- 
ered while cooking, as otherwise the 
poisonous matter in the leaves cannot 
escape. The value of asparagus as 
blood purifier and agent of acting on 
the kidneys is well known. Beans 
should be eaten only when young, as 
when they are old they are difficult to 
digest. The importance of mixing 
vegetables with the meat eaten is not 
the least important part in the use of 
the latter. They aid the digestion even 
of the meat. Apples are very rich in 
iron, as are all of the fruits and vege- 
tables that have any red coloring mat- 
ter. Beets when young and tender are 
excellent, and it is said that black cur- 
rants are a cure for anemia in its 
earlier stages.—[Ex.

New Mexico Sheep Healthy. 


G. MULLER, a well-known busi- 
A ness man of Taos, arrived last 
"night from Colorado and left this 
morning for his home in Northern New 
Mexico, says the New Mexican. Since 
June last Mr. Muller has been engaged 
in buying and selling live stock in 
New Mexico, Colorado, Wyoming, Utah 
and Nebraska. He handles principally 
lambs. Since June last he purchased 
about 40,000 lambs in New Mexico at an 
average rate of 3% cents per pound. His 
purchases were made in Rio Arriba, 
Taos, Mora, Colfax and Union coun- 
ties. The bulk of these purchases were 
sold to farmers at Greeley and Fort 
Collins, Colo., which Mr. Muller con- 
siders the greatest sheep-feeding places 
in the United States. The price of 
lambs averaged lower this year than 
it did last, on account of the shortage 
of the alfalfa and hay crops in Colo- 
rado; prices for lambs are not as good 
now as they were three or four months 
ago. New Mexico sheep owners could 
have realized better prices had they 
sold during the past summer, but they 
held out for stiff prices in addition to 
being very conservative in the matter 
of sales. Mr.. Mutter well satisfied 
with the past season’s trade and ex- 
pects to handle more lambs next sea- 
son. In the counties of New Mexico 
through which he traveled he has found 
fair ranges and sheep in good condition. 
New Mexico sheep are very healthy 
and scab is rapidly disappearing, as 
the inspectors of the sheep. sanitary 
board enforce the laws, compelling the 
dipping of sheep, very strictly and im- 
partially, and as there are no other 
sheep diseases prevalent in New Mex- 
ico’s pure and bracing climate.—[Al- 
buquerque Citizen.

THOSE LABORED KNIGHTS. 


EFFORTS TO AROUSE HOSTILITY 
TO THE PRESIDENT. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT,) 
BOSTON, Nov. 23.—The Knights of 
Labor have selected Birmingham, Ala., 
as the place for holding their next gen- 
eral assembly. 
NATIONAL QUESTIONS DISCUSSED 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 
BOSTON, Nov. 23.—Almost the entire 
day was devoted to the consideration 
of national questions. The resolution 


concerning the investigation by the in- 
dustrial commission was adopted, with 
an amendment referring the matter to 
the executive board, with instructions 
Pto formulate the protest in as strong 
language as possible, and forward to 
President McKinley. <A protest from 
District Assembly, No. 220 of Brooklyn 
against the unjust treatment by the 
Governor-General of Cuba of labor or- 
ganizations in their attempt to intro- 
duce an eight-hour law, and against 
the same treatment in affairs at 
Wardner, Idaho, brought on the 
adoption of a rather startling reso- 
lution, It was as follows: 

‘Resolved, that the general assembly 
has ample evidence that President Mc- 
Kinley is aware of the conditions that 
» exist in these places (Cuba and Ward- 
ner,) and has, to say the least, made 
no effort to redress the wrongs or to 
correct them, although urged to do so 
by prominent labor leaders, Congress- 
men and United States Senators, and 
we therefore must recognize William 
McKinley as the bitter enemy of labor, 
and to ask labor to use its votes 

against him and his associates.”’ 

The resolution was adopted, and the 
general officers were asked to give it 
wide publicity. On the subject of in- 
ternational bank bills, the recom- 
mendations of the general secretary- 
-treasurer were concurred in. The sub- 
ject of the recommendation was, in 
event of the bill being again presented 
to Congress, the members are urged to 
oppose it. On the trust question the 
resolution adonted said: 

“Resolved, that the order of Knights 
of Labor is a mortal enemy of the 
system that is rapidly getting the great 
industries of the nation under owner- 
ship or control of large combinations 
of capital, popularly known as trusts, 
and we call on the order and.working 
people everywhere to take ground as 
a unit against any political legislative 
effart to foist such institutions upon 
us.”

‘Resolved, that the General Assembly 
of the Knights of Labor condemns the 
foreign policy of the national adminis- 
tration in its efforts to subjugate the 
Filipinos by conquest, and opposes the 
extension of territory of government 
beyond the limits of this continent as 
contrary to American principles, the 
American people’s interests and the in- 
serene of the great mass of working 
pegple.”’ 

n a resolution the issuance of in- 
terest-bearing bonds was opposed, but 
if such issue is made, the assembly 
would recommend bonds in denomina- 
tion of less than $20. The resolutions 
also oppose national banks as banks of 
issue; request the abolition. of indirect 
taxation, and of the contract system on 
all public works. They ask that Con- 
gress be requested to authorize an un- 
limited coinage of silver at the present 
legal ratio. It is recommended that 
postal deposits and savings banks be 
established in connection with the post- 
offices, and that the President, Vice- 
President, United States Supreme 
Court Judges, and United States Sen- 
ators be elected by the people. 


Uniting the Irish. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 23.—A conference of 
the Nationalist members of Parliament 
was held at the Mansion House here 
today with the object of bringing about 
a reunion of the different Irish fac- 
tions. Timothy Harrington presided. 
Only a score of commoners were pres- 
ent. The resolution adopted at the last 
conference and. subsequently rescinded, 
namely, that a committee be appointed 
to confer with Redmond’s party with a 
view of accomplishing a reunion of the 
Irish national representatives, was 
adopted, after a discussion in which 
Pp. J. Power dissented, and resigned 
the secretaryship of the meeting.

CONNELLY COOKED. 


BOILING WATER TURNED ON A

WHY SOAP IS DEAR. The Na- 
tional Provisioner in discussing the 


soap situation, says: 

“In our last issue we discussed the 
status of certain scap stocks and stated 
that soap must, necessarily, rise in 
price. There can be no question about 
this. It is especially true of laundry 
soaps, \the principal raw materials en- 
tering~ Anto the manufacture of which 

ve already materially advanced. 
Last year, far instance, the residuum 
coming from refining cottonseed oil was 
freely offered in Texas at 35 cents to 
49 cenis per 100 pounds. Today this 
Same stock commands 75 cents to 80 
cents, per 100 pounds. At Louisville, 
Ky., this residuum soap stock freely 
sells at 85 cents to 80 cents per 100 
pounds, with the market pointing to 
$1 per 100 pounds by the end of the 
year. This enormous rise from 40 cents 
to 90 cents per 100 pounds in one year 
is enough in itself to tell the laundry 
soap manufacturers, at least, to come 
together and reason among themselves 
with the view of substantially raising 
the price of their soaps. 

“Another incentive and further neces- 
sity for such a conference and action in 
the matter is the fact that caustic soda 
has already advanced 50 per cent., and 
soda ash 20 to 25 per cent. over former 
prices for these ingredients. Attached 
to all of this is the persistent steady 
rise of crude cottonseed oil, which has 
been advancing for same time past, 
and which is in such a strong position

IRON AND METAL. 
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MARKETS HAVE QUIETED DOWN. 
= P. BARLY A.M. REPORT. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23 Reo og: th 
tfon of the iron and metal trades, the Iron Age 
today says: ‘‘After a long period of the most 
intense activity, the iron markets have quieted 
down considerably. This is usual at this sea- 
son of the year. In fact, it has come later 
than we have been accustomed to. While this 
is a matter of annual recurrence, this year the 
special circumstance is added that in the ma- 
jority of the different branches the product is 
engaged for many months to come, running in 
some lines far into the second half of next 

ear. Many producers are still so far behind 

n their deliveries that a quieter spell is wel- 
aaunad as a relief. In some branches, it will 
require intense activity during the whole of the 
usually dull period to work off the long-delayed 
orders and the contracts on hand for future de- 
livery. In raw materials, the situation has 
changed little. The coke production for next 
year has been fully contracted for, and a. 
ently the requirements have not been entirely 
covered, since a sharp advance over recent con- 
tract prices has been realized. Steel is quiet, 
and $35 to $36 for billets in the Central est 
for delivery during the first half of 1900 is the 
prevailing quotation. There has been a read- 
justment, too, in the prices of hasic open- 
hearth billets. The market for muck bars has 
continued easy. This is principally due to the 
fact that leading buyers of skelp are not plac- 
ing orders for skelp, so that the mills are seek- 
ing for relief by marketing their iron in the 
form of muck bars. In nearly the whole line 
of finished iron and steel, the markets are 
quiet, and few orders are being entered. In 
some branches, like in structural material, this 
is causing no pressure whatever. In athers, 
however, like in plates, sheets, bars, etc., some 
mills are seeking business and trying to en- 
eourage sales by concessions from the recent 
prices for prompt delivery. What quantities 
are being taken by the railroads interested is 
well illustrated by the fact that one mill re- 
cently received an order for 33,000 car axles, 
which represents about eighty-five hundred 
tons. The report is current that a lot of 20,000 
tons of steel rails has been sold for shipment 
to Japan. The only recent movement in the 
matter of imports has been that in old ma- 
terial. Some lots of foreign-sold rails have 
been marketed.’’

PASADENA. 


CAPITAL BIRD STORIES TOLD BY 
ALASKAN HUNTER. 


First Public Talk by Prof. Grin- 
nell, Who Was the First Ornitholo- . 
gist to Explore the Kotzebue Sound 
Country—Whist Tournament—The > 
Rum War. 


PASADENA, Nov. 23.—[Regular Cor- 


respondence.] Prof. Joseph Grinnell of 


this city, ornithologist, bird lover and 
Alaskan explorer, likewise the son of 
his mother, a well-known writer on 
birds, and a special friend of theirs, 
made his first public appearance to- 
night since his return from Kotzebue 
Sound with the Penelope expedition. 
“Joe,” as his old friends here familiarly 
call him, accompanied this Pasadena 
party of gold seekers in the two-fold 
capacity of cook and scientist. This 
evening she addressed a brilliant party 
at the home of City Trustee Reynolds, 
the function having been arranged by 
Mrs. Daisy Mattis. Mr. Grinnell dis- 
played some forty specimens of Arctic 
birds, with many of their eggs, and 
talked about them. The bird stories he 
told would interest anybody, whether 
scientifically inclined or not. 


A year ago this month Mr. Grinnell. 


and his party made their Thanksgiving 
dinner of ptarmigans. They 

planned for this feast for two months, 
and were all that time getting enough 
of the birds for the dinner, succeeding 
in shooting thirty-five. The tops of 


tall poles were the cupboard in which 


they kept them. Mr. Grinnell exhibited 
a number of specimens of this beautiful 
bird, which has a white plumage in 
winter and brown in summer, the fe- 
male moulting «twice a year, and the 
male three times, furnishing a striking 
example of protective coloration. He 
said it is a very sporty bird, much like 
our prairie chicken in its habits and 
flight, though it flushes more readily. 
It remains on the snow till the hunter 
is within fifteen or twenty yards, when 
it rises with a loud whirr and a cackle 
like that of a bantam. It has a very 
heavy plumage, which renders it almost 
invulnerable to shot on the ground. Its 
flesh is nearly always sweet and eat- 
able, and the Pasadenans thoroughly 
enjoyed their Thanksgiving dinner in 
.the Arctic. The ptarmigan travels all 
over the country in battalions, prefer- 
ring to walk rather than fly, and taking 
a zigzag course. Prof. Grinnell has a 
teary that it would be a fine plan for 
the government to attempt to do- 
mesticate the ptarmigan for the benefit 
of the people of the Arctic, where good 
food is not any too plentiful. He be- 
lieves this bird might be bred like our 
common barnyard fowls, and become as 
available there as chickens are here, 
The speaker showed a fine specimen 
of the gyrfalcon, which he saw darting 
down upon the ptarmigan with a start- 
ling, intimidating roar of wings; also 
of the spruce grouse, a cousin of the 
ptarmigan, upon whose eggs native 
superstition says it is death to look— 
and he didn’t get an egg; and one of 
. the most interesting birds he told 
about, was the Alaskan jay, “whisky 
jay,” as the miners call him, or “camp 
robber,” as the Pasadena expedition 
termed him. These jays even came into 
the cook tent, they were so bold, and 
after a while perched on the kitchen 
table while the professor was at work 
in the tent. They would help them- 
selves to cheese and other bit8 of food, 
and one day the professor saw one of 
them running off with a piece of laun- 
dry soap. ‘I made only one pie while 
I was up there,” said the speaker, “and 
I left it out on the snow to cool, where- 
upon the jays went for it and pecked 
a big hole in it. ” “And saved the lives 
of the party,” interjected one of the 
scientist-cook’s waggish listeners. 
Among the other birds whose Arctic 
habits were described, were the wood- 
pecker, the chickadee, the redpoll, owl, 
crosbill, butcher bird, pine grosbeak. 
one of the. most melodious singers of 
the Arctic, the common barnswallow, 
a pair of which built a nest in an aban- 
doned steamboat, a relic of the Kotze- 
-bue Sound gold rush; the American 
dipper,. which nests in Eaton’s cafion 
here and goes in swimming at a tem- 
perature of 72 deg. below zero up there, 
the common honker goose, the widgeon, 
pintail, Wilson snipe, of which we eat 
s0 many, gulls, some species of which 
have the rare peculiarity of nesting in 
trees in the Arctic, the curlew, with 
an ear in the end of its beak for find- 
ing insects in the mud, and many 
strange sea birds with gorgeous eggs 
and crazy ways of doing things. Prof. 
Grinnell was lowered over the edges 
of high cliffs by a rope to study the 
methods of the kittiwake and murry, 
which lay their eggs in rows on the 
very verge of a steep rock. The birds 


_ apparently drop their eggs indiscrimi-

nately in a row along the same edge 
of rock. One wonders how one bird tells 
her egg from her neighbor’s in the row, 
till he sees that no two eggs are mot- 
tled just alike. Prof. Grinne!!l showed a 
number of these gaily-colored eggs of 
blue and black. 

These are only a few of the many 
interesting things he showed and said. 
A vote of thanks was extended to him. 
The fact that Mr. Grinnell was the first 
scientist to explore the region of 
Kotzebue Sound for a study of bird 
life gives his report of his observa- 
tions more than a local interest. In 


addition to his lecture, several musical. 


features were provided and the coni- 
pany passed a delightful evening.

BIG GUNS AT BALLAST POINT OF- 
FICIALLY TESTED. 


Thousands ‘of People Watch the. 
Firing—The Results Believed to Be 
in Every Way Satisfactory—First 
Consignment of Salt from Mexican - 
Salt Works—The Jetties. : 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 23.—({ReguarCorre- 
spondence. ] The three big ten-inch 
rifies at the fortifications at Ballast 
Point were officially tested today. Al- 
though, of course, the officers in charge 
of the tests would not stute what the 
nature of their report on the matter 
will be, those who were in the fortifi- 
cations at the time stated that the 
guns worked perfectly, and that they 
areas good as any that have ever been 
mounted by the government. The huge 
rifles are mounted on disappearing car- 
riages, and the test was as much to 
see how the carriages would stand the 
tremendous recoil as to ascertain the 
workings of the guns, their range, and 
the speed of the projectiles. Each gun 
weighs thirty-three tons, and they are 


among the heaviest pieces of o nce 
mounted on this coast. 
The tests were conducted by Capt. 


Clarke of the Ordnance Department, 
United States Army. He was assisted 
by Capt. Humphrey of Battery D, and 
Lieut. Campbell. The work of hand- 
ling the guns was performed by details 
of artillerymen. The public was, of 
course, excluded from the fortifications, 
but thousands of people watched the 
gun practice from such points as would 
give them a view of Ballast Point. ~The 
water front of this city was crowded, 
and from the government pier at Point 
Loma, from the shores of North Isl- 
and, and from Coronado, Beach hun- 
dreds watched the firing. 

Several shots were fired from each 
gun, the direction of the firing being 
out to sea. To most of those who were 
watching the guns were not visible, 
and all that was to be seen was a puff 
of white smoke, followed by the deep 
boom of the cannon. The course of the 
575-pound projectiles could be distinctly 
followed. The firing was not all at the 
same range, the first shot being at long 
range. This shot sent the projectile five 
miles out to sea, and between the time 
it left the gun and until it struck the 
water fourteen seconds elapsed. When 
it struck the water dn immense geyser- 
like column of water arose into the 
air, As is the case at other forti- 
fications, the entire ocean. surface 
within the range of the guns has been 
platted, and the officer in charge is 
able to drop a shot in almost any given 
section of the plat. The last two shots 
were ‘fired low, the projectiles 
ricocheted over the waves, throwing up 
the water wherever they struck. The 
official report of the test will be sent 
to Washington at once.
